After God called Abraham to the 
land of Canaan, the land itself was 
given to Abraham. That in itself 
would not seem so remarkable, but 
with the gift, went an everlasting 
promise that all the land would be 
given, not only to Abraham, but 
TO HIS SEED FOREVER! Read 
Genesis 13:14-15 which says: “And 
the Lord said unto Abraham, after 
that Lot was separated from him, 
Lift up now thine eyes, and look 
from the place where thou art 
northward, and southward, and 
eastward, and westward: 15. For 
all the land which thow seest, to 
thee will I give it, and to thy seed 
for ever.” 

The land of Palestine has been 
given, unconditionally to Israelites, 
to Abraham and the descendants 
of Abraham, for an everlasting 
possession. 


In fact, that term. ‘‘an everlast- 
ing possession” is exactly what 
God said: to Abraham when He 
mentioned the matter again in 
Genesis 17:8: “And I will give un- 
to thee, and to thy seed after thee, 
the tand wherein thou art a stran- 
ger, all the land of Canaan, for 
an everlasting possession: and I 
will be their God.” 

Did you notice in reading the 
above verse that God said “all the 
land of Canaan’? It is the literal 
land, Canaan, which was promised 
to Abraham. It is ALL of the land

we have learned much about Paul 
and the gospel. We have learned 
that he loved to call himself a 
bond-slave, that he was a called 
apostle, separated unto the gospel 
of God. We found also that that 
gospel of God’s good news con- 
cerned His Son. Furthermore we 
learned that Paul was a man of 
thanksgiving and a man of much 
prayer, praying for a prosperous 
journey in the will of God; and how 
marvelously God answered that 
prayer and gave him a properous 
journey even though it was a per- 
ilous journey as a prisoner of the 
Lord Jesus Christ! And now we 
learn further just two things in 
verses 14 and 16. Paul was debtor, 
and he was not ashamed of the 
gospel. 

Now just a simple message, I 
have been praying much that God 
would use the message to stir you 
up, fellow pilgrims and fellow debt- 
ors, that you might be more faith- 
ful in your ministry and not 
ashamed to proclaim the unsearch- 
able riches of Christ. 


Introduction: Paul Was a Debtor 
to Preach the Gospel 


“IT am debtor both to the Greeks 
and to the Barbarians, both to the 
wise and to the unwise,” v. 14. Now 
this word debtor carries with it 
the thought of stewardship. A 
steward is one who is an overseer, 
a manager of an estate, if you 
please, according to the Biblical 
meaning, Now when Christ died, 
He entered in or left with us the 
new covenant. He left us a rich 
estate, the gospel of Jesus Christ 
and all the riches contained there- 
in. And after He died He appoint- 
ed, chose, Paul to*be an overseer, 
manager, steward, of that estate. 
And he was;}a chosen vessel and 
how marvelously God used him. 

Now in’I Corinthians the fourth 
chapter, we learn the outstanding 
mark of a steward. I’m going to

read it to you right out of God’s 
Word. “Let a man so account of 
us, as of the ministers of Christ, _ 
and stewards of the mysteries of 
God. Moreover it is required in a 
steward” —or in stewards — “that 
a man be found faithful.’”’ Now 
that’s the outstanding characteris- 
tic; God is looking for faithful- 
ness. And was Paul faithful in his 
ministry? Well, I won’t have time 
to read much of it, but if you would

Corinthians the “eleventh 
verse 24, we will see just a quick 
resumé of Paul’s life in being faith- 
ful as a steward of that gospel. 
Notice he said, “Of the Jews five 
times received I forty stripes save 
one. Thrice was I beaten with rods, 
once was I stoned, thrice I suf- 
fered shipwreck, a night and a day 
I have been in the deep; in jour- 
neyings often, in perils of waters, 
in perils of robbers, in perils by 
mine own countrymen,” and so | 
forth.

The Promise Must be Fulfilled to 
Abraham in Person 


In both the Scriptures mentioned 
above the land of Canaan is 
| @©6promised to Abraham himself, in 
4  *person, as well as to his descend- 

» ants. Genesis 13:15 says, “TO 
THEE will I give it, and to thy 
seed for ever.” Genesis 17:8 says, 
“And I will give UNTO THEE, 
and to thy seed after thee, the 
land wherein thou art a stranger, 
all the land of Canaan, for an 
everlasting possession.” The prom- 
ise is not just that some day the 
descendants of Abraham would 
| take possession of the land of Ca- 
-} Naan, but that he himself would 
be présent and in possession. 
Jews in past generations have 
possessed the land of Canaan. In 
Joshua 21:43-45 we are told how 
.israelites under Joshua possessed 
the land. “And the Lord gave into 
Israel all the land which he sware 
to give unto their fathers; and they 
possessed it, and dwelt therein. 44. 
And the Lord gave them rest round 
about, according to all that he 
sware unto their fathers; and there 
stood not a man of all their ene- 
mies before them; the Lord deliv- 
ered all their enemies into their 
hand. 45. There failed not oughi 
of any good thing which the Lord 
had spoken unto the house of Is- 
rael; all came to pass.”—Joshua 
21:43-45. 


There are at least two important 
things in the promise to Abraham 
which were not fulfilled when the 
nation Israel took possession of 
the land of Canaan. One thing is 
. that Abraham himself did not have 
possession. The promise was pri- 
marily to him. He never had be- 
fore that time and did not then, 
* possess the land. God did not say 
= tO Abraham, “Unto thee 
»° THROUGH thy seed I will give 
' the land.” But He did say, ‘‘Unio 
thee AND thy seed.” That was not 
filled when Israel took the land 
under Joshua’s leadership. 
Another part of the promise 
clearly was not fulfilled. That is, 
the possession was to.be eternal. 
It was to be “an everlasting pos- 
session.” That was not fulfilled 
when the nation Israel conquered 
the land of Canaan. Individuals

nant to Abraham was not fulfilled 
at that time. 
Read Joshua 21:43 again care- 
fully and that verse plainly indi- 
* cates that the covenant was not 
+  . fulfilled. The Lord Simply gave un- 
* to Israel, “The land which he 
- Sware to give UNTO THEIR FA- 
a THERS.” Joshua 21:45 says: 
i. “There failed not ought of any 
good thing which the Lord had 
spoken unto the house of Israei; 
all came to pass.” 
Does that mean that God had 
fulfilled all he had promised ever 
. to do for Israel? Does it mean 
that the kingdom of David, fore- 
told in Deuteronomy 17:14-20, had 
been fulfilled? Certainly not. Did 
it mean that the promise of the 
Saviour, which promise was given 
particularly to that nation in Deu- 
- teronomy 18:15, has been fulfilled? 
_ Certainly not. Did it mean that 
_@ TEMPORARY possession of the 
' Jand of Canaan by Jews of that 
eneration fulfilled the promise of 
eS AL possession by Abraham 
- and his seed? CERTAINLY NOT! 
_ Joshua 21:45 simply states that 
_ God had kept all His promises up 
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THE SWORD OF THE LORD 


to date, having done at that time 
and to that people all that He had 
promised to do at that time to that 
people. None of God’s promises had 
failed. 

And if God’s promises up to that 

date had not failed and if His 
promises to us up to date have not 
failed, can we not surely expect 
that of His promise to Abraham 
and his seed not one good thing 
shall fail? God keeps His prom- 
ises ? 
The promise about eternal pos- 
session of the land was to Abra- 
ham in person as well as his seed, 
and when it is fulfilled the pos- 
session will continue forever. 


How Long Does "Forever'’ Mean? 


The Bible ought to be taken at 
face value, God’s Word means 
what it says. God promised Abra- 
ham “for all the land which thou 
seest, to thee will I give it, and 
to thy seed FOREVER.” Again 
He promised Abraham “all the 
land of Canaan, for an EVER- 
LASTING possession.” The only 
honest and safe way to interpret 
these statements is not to inter- 
pret them at all, but simply take 
them at face value. The word for- 
ever means forever. The word 
everlasting means everlasting. Do 
not explain away the Scriptures. 
The Hebrew word “olam” trans- 
lated “forever” in Genesis 13:15 
is the same word translated “for- 
ever’ in IL Samuel 7:26 when Dav- 
id said “let thy name be magni- 
fied for ever.” It is the same word 
translated ‘‘forever” in Psalms 66: 
7, “He ruleth by his power for 
ever.” If God’s name would be 
magnified forever, and if He is to 
rule by his power forever, then 
Abraham, in person, and his seed 
are to possess the land of Canaan 
forever, Many other . examples 
could be given showing that it 
means in the original Hebrew just 
what it is translated to mean in 
English. Forever means forever, 
and that is how long Abraham and 
his seed are to inhabit Canaan! 


God's Promise to Abraham is Yet 
To be Fulfilled 


In the above promises, God said 
to Abraham about the land of Ca- 
naan, “To thee WILL I give it, 
and to thy seed forever’ (Gen. 13: 
15), and again in Genesis 17:8, 
the Lord said, ‘“‘ I WILL give unto 
thee, and to thy seed,’’ etc. Notice 
that in each case the Lord used 
the future tense, “I Will.” ‘The 
promises are for the future. Abra- 
ham never expected in his first and 
natural life on this earth to pos- 
sess all the land of Canaan. He- 
‘brews 11:8 makes clear that Abra- 
ham was not promised IMMEDI- 
ATE possession of the land, but 
was called to a land which he 
should AFTERWARDS inherit. 
With this in mind, read carefully 
Hebrews 11:8-13 as follows: “By 
faith Abraham, when he was called 
to go out into a place which he 
SHOULD AFTER RECEIVE FOR 
AN INHERITANCE obeyed; and 
he went out, not knowing whith- 
er. he went. 9. By faith he so- 
journed in the LAND OF PROM- 
ISH, as in a strange country, dwell- 
ing in tabernacles with Isaac and 
Jacob, the HEIRS with him of the 
same promise: 10. For he looked 
for a city which hath foundations, 
whose builder and maker is God. 
11, Through faith also Sarah her- 
self received strength to conceive 
seed, and was delivered of a child 
when she was past age, because 
she judged him faithful who had 
promised. 12. Therefore sprang 
there even of one, and him as good 
as dead, so many as the stars of 
the sky in multitude, and as the 
sand which is by the sea shore 
‘innumerable. 13. THESE ALL 
DIED IN FAITH, NOT HAVING 
RECEIVED THE PROMISES, but 
having seen them afar off, and 
were perstiaded of them, and em- 
braced them, and confessed that 
they were strangers and pilgrims 
on the earth.” —Hebrews 11:8-13. 


Abraham Isaac and Jacob, with 
Sarah were sojourners in the land 
which God had promised to give 
them in the future, but which they 
had not yet received. Later all 
of the Jewish nation, who by faith 
became heirs of the same prom- 
ise, “as the sand which is by the 
sea shore innumerable” verse 13 
tells us, died in faith, not having 


embraced them by faith, Evidently

Stephen said Abraham had not 
Yet Inherited Canaan 


In that wonderful sermon by the 
Spirit-filled Stephen in Acts, chap- 
ter 7, we are told plainly that God 
called Abraham out of Mesopota- 
mia, into the land of Canaan, but 
while Abraham lived there, God did 


not let him inherit it as his own. 


In Acts 7: 5 he tells us about 
Abraham; “And he gave him none 
inheritance in it, no, not so much 


as to set his foot on: yet he prom- 


ised that he would give it to him 
for @ possession, and to his seed 
after him, when as yet he had no 
child.” 

Abraham did not inherit the land 
of Canaan, “not so much as.to set 
his foot on.”’ Let no one claim that 
promise to Abraham has been ful- 
filled for it has not. 


Literal, Physical Possession . of 
Canaan’ Promised to Abrahdm 
and Christ Together 


The passege about surely must 


have convinced you that the prom- 


ise to Abraham of eternal posses- 
Sion of the land of Palestine has 
not yet been fulfilled. Abraham 
died, the Scripture says, “not hav- 
ing received the promises’ (He- 
brews 11:13) having no inheritance 
in the land of Canaan, as yet, “No, 
not so much as to set his foot on” 
(Acts 7:5). That physical inheri- 
tance of the land of Canaan by 
Abraham is future, 


But here is another happy teach- 
ing of the Scripture in these same 
promises to Abraham; Christ Him- 
self is to inherit, with Abraham, 
the physical land of Canaan. Gene- 
sis 13:15 says: “For all the land 
which thou seest, TO THEE will I 
giwe tt, AND TO THY SEED for 
ever.” 

Likewise Genesis 17:8 Says: 
“And I will give unto thee; and 
to thy seed after thee, the land 
wherein thou art a stranger, all 
the land of Canaan, for am ever- 
lasting possession; and I will be 
their God.’ 

Those promises concerning 
Abraham’s seed are taken to mean 
the nation Israel, or at least those 
who by faith are the children of 
promise (Gen. 21:12, Gal. 3:29). 
God says, “I will be their God,” 
so that indicates the plural seed 
of Abraham. Converted Israel will 
inherit Palestine with Abraham. 

But Christ is Abraham’s seed, 
to Whom the promises about in- 
heriting. Canaan was given with 
with Abraham. Galatians 3:16 
shows that God had in mind that 
Christ,.Abraham’s Seed should in- 
herit the land of Palestine forever 
with Abraham. 

“Now to Abraham and his seed 
were the promises made. He 
saith not, And to seeds, as many; 
but as of one, and. to thy seed, 
which is Christ.” —Galatians 8:16. 

The New Testament adds further 
revelation to the Old. Abraham’s 
seed may refer to Israel, but it 
certainly refers to Christ, we are 
here told. The promise to Abra- 
ham will be fulfilled and he will 
inherit the land. Likewise the 
promise to Christ will be fulfilled 
and He will inherit that land of 
Canaan. This proves two important 
facts. First, that Christ will have 
a literal reign on earth, and second, 
that this reign is future. 


Christ has not yet Inherited 
Canaan as a Possession 


Abraham lived in the land of 


Canaan, but did not possess it. 
So Christ lived in the land of Ca- 
naan but did not possess it. Abra- 
ham was a stranger and a sojour- 
ner in the land of promise, but 
we are told, did not inherit, or 


come into actual possession of as 


much as to set foot upon (Acts 
7:5). If that were true about 
Abraham with his riches in gold, 
silver, cattle, and servants (Gen. 
13:2), it was even more true about 
Christ in His earthly life. Jesus 
was born, and laid in a borrowed 
manger, crucified and laid in a 
borrowed grave. Between those 
events, He Himself told us that 
“The foxes have holes, and the 
birds of the air have nests; but 
the Son of man hath not where to 
lay his head,” © —Maitt. 8:20. 


Jesus did not possess the ae 
of Canaan for an inheritance 


to Abraham, then it is 
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“NOT ASHAMED OF THE GOSPEL”

enumerates the many trials and 
testings that he went through. But 
yet through it all he was found 
faithful, 

Now a man doesn’t usually suf- 
fer for something that is untrue. 
But God committed to him this 
great ministry of reconciliation 
through His beloved Son, and Paul 
was found faithful. Now he said, 
“IT am debtor both to. the Greeks” 
— that is, to the cultured — “and 
to the Barbarians” — those who 
did not know the Greek language 
— “both to the wise, and to the 
unwise.” In that stewardship we 
find that besides being faithful, he 
was not ashamed of the gospel! 
Well, let’s put Paul to the test and 
see if he was_ever unfaithful or 
ever ashamed of the gospel of 
Christ, Let’s just quickly go 
through some of the incidents that 
we find recorded about Paul in the 
book of Acts. 


Not Ashamed Immediately 
After Conversion 


Now this is where we learn 
much of-the Scripture, by compar- 
ing Scripture with Scripture. We 
are told right after his conversion 
there in the 9th chapter of Acts, 
verse 20, when he was in Damascus, 
straightway he preached Christ in 
the synagogue that He is the Son 
of God! Not only was he a man 
of prayer, but straightway right 
after his conversion he preached 
Christ, He didn’t go out and preach 
a lot of fool philosophy and a lot 
of things about religious things, 
but he preached Christ and that 
He is the Son of God. My, how he 
preached, and preached without 
tear or favor! 


Well, you turn with me to the 
thirteenth chapter of the book of 
Acts, and we see here some re- 
markable things, how right after 
being called by the Holy Spirit, 
verse 2 of the thirteenth of Acts, 
“As they ministered to the Lord, 
and fasted, the Holy Spirit said’’ 
— Now He is a person; He is not 
an influence; He is the third per- 
son of the Trinity — “the Holy 
Spirit said, Separate me Barnabas 
and Saul for the work whereunto I 
have called them.” God forbid, fel-

when we are told that Abraham 
did not receive these promises dur- 
ing his lifetime. That proves it 
is a literal ownership and control, 
living on the land, which is prom- 
ised to Abraham and so, physically 
to Christ. What the promise meant 
about Abraham, it also means 
about Christ. If we cannot make 
the promise figurative with regard 
not 
figurative about Christ, If Abra- 
ham was~to have even 
more literal possession of the land 
than he had while here on earth 
before the promise was fulfilled, 
then Christ must have even more 
literal possession of the land than 
Abraham did before the promise 
to Him is fulfilled. If will not do 
then, to explain away this Scrip- 
ture and say that in some spiritual 
sense, Christ in Heaven has al- 
ready inherited Canaan, No, not 
until He has more literal control 
of it, and more literal possession 
of it than Abraham had, can Christ 
be said to have inherited the land 
of Canaan. The promise has not 
yet been fulfilled, but is for the 
future when Christ shall reign over 
the land of Canaan after His re. 
turn to the earth. ; 


In fact, if there is any land on 
this earth which Christ does not 
actually, literally possess, it is Pal- 
estine, and if there is any people 
on earth who have rejected Him 
as King, it is Abraham’s seed, the 
Jews. 

Surely your heart ought to be 
happy to realize that when Abra- 
ham comes back to possess the 
land, promised to him as an ever- 
lasting possession, Christ will also 
possess that land. 


God plainly told Abraham that 
his descendants would be carried 
down into Egypt for four hundred 
years (Gen. 15:13). The children 
of Israel later must have known 
that they would not at that time 
have an unbroken period of actual 


possession of the land of 


Canaan,

Not Ashamed When Met 
by Opposition 
Now, he met every kind of test- 
ing. Not only did he meet the lead- 
ing men of the government and 
high in the rank of government of- 
ficials but he was there speaking 
to them. And we find him meeting 
testings under Satan inspired emis. 
saries. We find him facing testings 
of the flesh. But throughout all of 
his testings we find Paul not 
ashamed of the gospel of Christ. 
Beginning there at the sixth verse 
of the thirteenth chapter of Acts 
‘And when they had gone through 
the isle unto Paphos, they found 
a certain sorcerer, a false prophet, 
a Jew, whose name was Bar-jesus.” 
Now T want you to notice what 
Paul does. He calls a spade a spade 
and he wasn’t afraid to pull things 
right out into the open and lay 
them bare. ‘Which was a deputy of 
the country, Sergius Paulus, a pru- 
dent man; who called for Barnabas 
and Saul, and desired to hear the 
word of God. But Elymas the sor< 
cerer (for so is his name by inter- 
pretation) withstood them, seeking 
to turn away the.deputy from the 
faith. Then Saul... . filled With 
the Holy Spirit, set his eyes on 
him and said, O full of all 
subtilty and all mischief, thou child 
of the devil’’— Pretty plain speak- 
ing, isn’t it? And I want to say to 
you, friend of mine, if you are not 
saved, Satan is your father and you 
are a child of the devil! That’s 
plain preaching and I mean it and 
I want you to wake up because you 
are headed for a place of eternal 
torment and separation! Oh, notice, 
‘‘Thou child of the devil, thou ene- 
my of all righteousness, wilt thou 
not cease to pervert the right ways 
of the Lord?” And here Paul calls 
it right out and he calls a spade.a 
spade. 


Not Ashamed to Preach » 
Justification by .Faith 


Notice there in verses 38 to 41 
of that same chapter, when he be- 
gan to preach in Antioch, he is 
not ashamed of the Gospel! I have 
not time to read all of the verses 
in between, but there at the thirty- 
eighth verse he says, “Be it known 
unto.you therefore, men and breth- 
ren, that through this man 


(Christ) is preached unto you the: 


forgiveness of sins: And by him 
all that believe are justified from 
all things, from which ye could not 
be justified by the law of Moses.” 
And Paul laid down the foundation 
of principles of this new covenant, 
this estate of the gospel, which is 
justification by faith, for, “Cursed 
is every one that continueth not in 
all things which are written in the 
book of the law to do them.” But, 
“Christ hath redeemed us from the 
curse of the law, being made a 
curse for us; for it is written, 
Cursed it every one that hangeth 
on a tree.” And beloved friends of 
mine, the foundational principle of 
this age of grace is justification by 
faith. “By him all that believe are 
justified from. all things from which 
ye could not be justified by the law 
of Moses.” No wonder when he 
wrote to the Galatian people, he 
said, “I marvel that ye are so soon 
removed from him that called you 
into the grace of Christ,” and he 
goes on and he defends the gospel 
of the grace of the Son of God for 
ye are saved by grace, not of 
works, lest any man should boast. 


Not Ashamed Before Idolaters 


Now take your Bible and turn to 
the fourteenth chapter of Acts. 
Let’s go a little bit further and see 
if Paul was ever ashamed of the 
Beginning there at the 
eighth verse of the fourteenth of 
Acts, we find that “There sat a 
certain man at Lystra, impotent in 
his feet, being a cripple from his 


mother’s womb, who never had ~ 


loud voice, Stand upright on oe | 
feet. And he leaped and ia 
And when the people saw : 
Paul had done, ei lifted " thet 
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( Continued from page two) 
wanted to worship Paul and his 


companions, a test of the flesh if 
you please, There in the fifteenth 


verse this is what Paul replied: 
“Sirs, why do ye these things? We 
also are men of like passions with 
you, and preach unto you that ye 
should turn from these vanities un- 
to the living God, which made 
heaven, and earth, ‘and the sea, and 
all things that are therein.” They 
had a chance to put themselves up 
as emissaries from Heaven, God- 
beings, angels from Heaven, and 
they passed that test and they 
stood true and said, ‘I’m not 
ashamed of the gospel of Christ.’ 


Not Ashamed to Suffer 


Persecution 
Well, what did it cost Paul? 
Look down to the nineteenth verse, 
will you? “And there came thither 
certain Jews from Antioch and 


‘Iconium, who persuaded the people, 


and, having stoned Paul, drew him 
out of the city, supposing he had 
been dead.’ That’s what it cost 
Paul to be true to the gospel of the 
grace of the Son of God, justifica- 
tion by faith! 


Not Ashamed Before the 
"Money Bunch" 


Let’s go to the sixteenth chapter 
of Acts beginning at the sixteenth 
verse and let’s see another occa- 
sion. Was Paul a good steward? 
Was he faithful? Was he ashamed 
of the gospel of Christ? ‘And it 
came to pass, as we went to prayer, 
a certain damsel possessed with a 
spirit of divination met us, which 
brought her masters much gain by 
soothsaying:” He’s coming up 
against the money bunch, if you 
please! “The same followed Paul 

-..- Saying, These men are the 
servants of the most high God, 
which shew unto us the way of 
salvation. And this did she many 
days. But Paul, 
turned and said to the spirit, I 
command thee in the name of Je- 
sus Christ to come out of her. And 
he came out the same hour.” Now, 
“when her masters saw that the 
hope of their gains was gone, they 
caught: Paul and Silas, and drew 
them into the market place unto 
the rulers” — and what happened? 
They were put into jail and into 
the inner cell of that jail. And at 
midnight they prayed. Instead of 
complaining and wondering wheth- 
er they could get in touch with the 
district attorney and pull wires, 
they prayed. Instead of pulling 
wires, they pulled the greatest 
wire; they prayed. And suddenly 


there was a great earthquake. You’ 


know the story, how that Philip- 
pian jailer came and cast himself 
down at their feet wanting to kill 
himself, and Paul said unto him, 
“Don’t do that!” And then he said, 
“What must I do to be saved?” 
And he said, “Believe on the Lord 
Jesus Christ, and thou shalt be 
saved!” Oh, listen, under all cir- 
cumstances, under all kinds of tri- 
als, Paul was true to the gospel 
and he preached the gospel. 

Some time ago — I will not en- 
ter into the details of it — but I 
was asked to speak before a cer- 
tain earthly organization that is 
considered very high ranking in 
the eyes of the world. I said, ‘‘Now, 

. You want me to come, do 
you, and speak to you?” “Yes, we 
want you to come.” I said, “Tl 
come on one condition, that I 
preach the Word of God and preach 
the gospel.” And before that crowd 
of some 300 bankers and leading 
men of a certain state-I stood up 
and as a simple ambassador of the 
Lord Jesus Christ I told them they 
were lost and Hell-bound and on 
the way to eternal separation un- 
less they accepted Jesus Christ as 
their personal Saviour. I cannot 
afford to waste a minute! I have 


- not enough time to preach the gos- 


pel and I’m not going to get up 
and tickle people’s ears and make 
them feel good, and leave out the 
blood-sprinkled way. Do you agree 
with me? Amen. I tell you we 
haven’t time. God said to “Occupy 
till I come,’”’ until Jesus comes. 


Not Ashamed Before the

Not Ashamed at Corinth 


And then when he appeared 
there before the people at Corinth 
in the eighteenth chapter, you read 
I Corinthians the second chapter 
and see how Paul came before that 
group in fear and trembling, not 
with enticing words of men’s wis- 
dom but in demonstration of the 
power of the Holy Spirit and he 
preached Christ! 


Not. Ashamed Before the 
Governor 


Now I'll only have time to drop 
down to the twenty-fourth chapter 
of Acts. My, there’s much inter- 
vening, but I want you to see it 
here, the tenth verse of the twen- 
ty-fourth of Acts. Paul was up be- 
fore the governor, the high offi- 
cials of the Roman government if 
you please! “Then Paul, after that 
the governor had beckoned unto 
him to speak, answered, “and my, 
he gives a marvelous defence! And 
then: a little later he came in be- 
fore Felix again, and Felix was liv- 
ing in sin and Paul knew it. “After 
certain days,, when Felix came with 
his wife Drusilla” — who wasn’t 
his lawful wife—‘he sent for Paul, 
and heard him concerning the faith 
in Christ. And as he reasoned,” — 
now notice Paul standing up before 
those leaders, wealthy, rich, pow- 
erful leaders of the Roman gov- 
ernment, “as he reasoned of 
righteousness, tempergmace and 
judgment to come, Felix. trembled, 
and answered, Go thy way for this 
time; when I have a convenient 
season, I will call for thee.’’ 


Not Ashamed Before King 


Agrippa 

Then in the twenty-sixth chap- 
ter of Acts, there before Agrippa 
— my; how much intervenes! —we 
find him in that chapter pleading 
with Agrippa, verses 27 to 29. How 
he preached and told Agrippa that 
Christ should suffer, that he should 
be buried and rise again from the 
dead. And then he said, “King 
Agrippa, believest thou the proph- 
ets? I know that thou believest. 
Then Agrippa said unto Paul, Al- 
nrost thou persuadest me to be a 
Christian. And Paul said; I would 
to God, that not only thou, but 
also all that hear me this day, were 
both almost, and altogether such 
as I am, except these bonds.” In 
other words, that they were all 
Christians. 


Conclusion | 
' I love those words when it says 
that he went unto a certain city 
and preached Christ and he 
preached the gospel. And that’s the 
heart of the Old Fashioned Revival 
Hour. You’re lost without hope, 
without God, without Christ, dead 
in trespasses and sins, disobedient, 
and deserving. of wrath to- come. 
You’re lost for eternity if you will 
not accept Christ as your personal 
Saviour, and you shall die in your 
sins, and whither Christ is you 
cannot go, I would not leave this 
broadcast without beseeching you, 
friend of mine, wheréver you may 
be, in the isles of the seven ‘seas, in 
Alaska, in South America, in the 
old country, wherever you hear my 
voice; I beseech you, therefore, to 
be reconciled to God through Jesus 
Christ. I’m presenting to you the 


Christ of Glory who is standing at 


your heart’s door saying, “Behold, 
I stand at the door and knock: if 
any man hear my voice and open 
the door, I will come in.” And 
thank God for faithful Paul who 
was a faithful steward, a manager 
of this new dispensation of the 
gospel of the grace of the Son of 
God, not ashamed before the high 
officials, before the low, before the 


fore the wise and the unwise, to 
preach Christ! how that Christ died 
for our sins, was buried and rose 
again the third day according to 
the Scriptures. And when he came 
to the end of life’s race, what did 
he say? I have kept the faith, I

But the Book lives on. He that 
sitteth in the heavens shall laugh 
at those who think they destroy 
his Word and its triumphs. Voltaire 
cut not one twig from its great for- 
ests. Paine drowned not one page 
in infidel ink. Ingersoll, with intent 
to kill, shortened not its life by 
one hour, Diocletian broke not one 
string on its harp of ten thousand 
strings. Agnostics who kindled 
their bonfires upon it burned not 
away one thread of its garments. 
Atheists have not been able to steal 
one flower from its gorgeous flow- 
er gardens. Unbelieving scientists, 
with microscope and telescope and 
test tube, have not been able to di- 
lute one drop of its sweetness. The- 
ological smokescreeners who have 
tried to hide in clouds and thick 
darkness the Cross and the 
Blood and the empty tomb in Jo- 
seph’s garden have not been able 
to invert its torch or to quench 
one ray of its light. Still it is our 
“pillar of fire” among all books.

Israelites to Live Forever on this 
Earth 


We have come to one great mile- 
stone of Bible teaching; the seed 
of Abraham, including Christ, are 
to possess and inhabit the land of 
Palestine forever. How many ques- 
tions that answers! How many 
problems that settles! Where will 
Heaven be for Abraham? IN PAL- 
ESTINE ON THIS EARTH! Heav- 
en, for Abraham and his believing 
descendants, at least, will be -on 
this earth. 

Many other Scriptures through- 
out the Bible repeat God’s promise 
to Israel about their land. For ex- 
ample, read the two following pas- 
sages from Jeremiah, “Then will 
I cause you to dwell in this place, 
in the land that I gave to your fa- 
thers, for ever and ever.—Jer. 7:7. 

“They said, Turn ye again now 
every one from his evil way, and 
from the evil of your doings, and 
dwell in the land that the Lord 
_ hath given unto you and to your 
_ fathers for ever and ever: Jer. 25:5. 
: Not only did God give the land 
of Canaan to Abraham and his 
descendants, but He gave it to 
them “for ever and ever.” The

earth in Palestine. | 

Actually, of course, if Heaven 
for Jews will be on earth, then 
Heaven for everybody will be on 

| earth, as the Scripture makes plain 

bE later on. Here the promises are 
particularly to Abraham and his 
literal descendants. Saved Jews, 
children according to the promise, 
children of Abraham in both flesh 
and spirit are to inhabit the land 
of Palestine forever in a Heaven 
on earth. 

I was taught as a child in Sun- 
day School that at the second com- 
ing of Christ there would be one 
general resurrection of all the 
dead, saved and unsaved. I was 
taught that this planet would be 
burned up and destroyed and dis- 
appear, I was taught that there 
would be at that time one general 
judgment and that saved and un- 

saved would alike stand before 

God to be judged according to 

their works. In some mysterious 

way it was supposed that Christ 
would intervene in behalf of the 

Christians: Then the _ unsaved 

would be sent to Hell and the re- 

deemed spirits would float around 
and sing and twang their harps 
in a golden city hanging in space 
in the “Beautiful Isle of Some- 
where!” How far away from the 
plain Bible teaching that is! 

I was taught in the Sunday 
School (and the Theological Semi- 
nary only strengthened the teach- 
ing) that if the meek were ever to 
‘inherit the earth, they would have 
to do it in this life. I was taught 
that all the promises to Israel real- 
ly meant the church, and that the 
promises to Jerusalem and Mount

|to behold that great event. But 


wait! I see an old man who walks 
like a king who comes .forward 
to interrupt the ceremony. His face 
has the look of authority and his 
voice is bold as he cries out, ‘‘Wait, 
Lord, you cannot destroy my prop- 
erty.” 

I can imagine the Lord might 
say, “This man is a friend of mine; 
let us hear what he has to say. 
Speak on, Friend, tell the people. 
What is thy name? To what pos- 
session do you refer? What title 
do you hold to the property? 


“My name,” says the venerable 
patriarch, “is Abraham! From Ur 
of the Chaldees I came at Thy 
command. To Canaan I came and 
the land thou didst give to me, 
teaching me by faith to know that 
I should afterward inherit it. To 
Issac and Jacob Thou didst make 
the same promises, and all our 
days, though rich in gold and sil- 
ver, cattle and servants, we lived 
as sojurners and pilgrims in tents, 
patiently waiting until we should 
inherit and possess forever our 
own land. This scroll in my hand, 
Oh Lord God, is a written deed 
to the land of Canaan, called by 
name, and signed by Thyself. It 
is a@ warranty deed, guaranteeing 
to me and my faithful children aft- 
er me—the children of promise— 
the possession of the land forever. 


“You may burn up, if you will, 
the weeds and thorns and thistles. 
Destroy, if you will, all disease 
germs and insect pests, whieh have 
increased the curse on the land be- 
cause of man’s sin through the 
centuries. Oh Lord, you may shake 
down and burn the cities, for I 
look for another city which hath 
foundations whose. builder and 
maker is God. The elements may 
melt with fervent heat, but the 
land is mine; to me Thou didst give 
it with the promise that I should in- 
herit it with my seed. ‘Shall not 
the God of all the earth do right?’ ”’ 


If God wanted to please the ig- 
norant and the scoffers concerning 
His prophecies, how would He face 
Abraham? The deed which Abra- 
ham has is the Bible, the Word 
of God. There will come a time, 
Says the Scriptures, when “the 
heavens shall pass away with a 
great noise, and the elements shall 
melt with fervent heat, the earth 
also and the works that are there- 
in shall be burned up.” (II Peter 
3:10), But the same chapter ex- 
plains that that will be a judgment 
like the flood, II Peter 3:6-7 says 
“Whereby the world that then was, 
being overflowed with water, per- 
ished: 7. but the heavens and the 
earth, which are now, by the same
